United 
States’  Secretary  ol  rtie  Navy  and  a Republi- 
can member  of  Hrrsideni  Roosevelt's  war 
cabinet,  puts  an  end  to  a career  ol  loyalty, 
courage  and  of  great  public  service  to  the 
United  Nations’  cause.
